To the Inhabitants of the Town of Benton in the 
County of Grafton, in said state, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Benton, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk for the en- 
suing year. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of Agents, Audi- 
tors, Committees or officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To choose one selectman for three 
years. 


Article 4. To choose one or more highway 
agents for the ensuing year. (Not to exceed three). 


Article 5. To choose one library trustee for 
three years. 


Article 6. To choose one trustee for trust funds 
for three years. 


Article 7. To choose a town treasurer for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 8. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary for repairing highways and _ building 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Artcle 9. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the provision of chapter 117, laws of 1917, on section 
of the Mooselauke road, socalled, and appropriate or 
set aside from the amount raised for highway work. 
the sum of $44#@~— for this purpose. 

Article 10. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary for trunk line maintenance for the en- 
suing year. | 


Article 11. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary for trunk line construction for the ensu- 
ing year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton: 


Benton has 28 pupils enrolled in elementary 
schools, 11 at Benton Street, 5 at Glencliff and 7 at 
Kast Haverhill. The town is also paying the tuition 
of Theda Page at Woodsville High School and of 
Charles Belyea at Haverhill Academy. 


The cost per year for each pupil in high school is 
$54, in elementary schools $18. It will cost this year 
$108 to transport the Prue children to East Haverhill. 
The total expense of the 12 pupils in the south part 
of the town this year will be $324 or about half of the 
cost of the 11 at the Street. There is no doubt of the 
economy of closing the school at Benton Flats. 

There are likely to be two or three more high 
school pupils next year and provision for this addi- 
tional tuition should be made in the annual appropria- 
tions. 


Samantha Roy taught eight weeks of the fall 
term at the Street. Her place was taken by Frances 
White. Miss White is earnest and efficient and is get- 
ting good results. The school is in excellent condi- 
tion and is a credit to the town. The per cent of at- 
tendance for last year was 98 per cent an unusually 
high record. Frances Braley and Welton McKean 
were not absent nor tardy during the year. 


Personally, I very much appreciate the excellent 
support which the community gives its schools.
